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Boost In Tax 
Sighted For 
City Schools 


Increase In Millage 
Termed Only Source 
For Added Income 


A real estate tax increase in the 
school district is the only possible 
source of increased funds for op­ 
erating expenses, “the most press­ 
ing and urgent problem” facing the 
East Liverpool school s y s t e m , 
Supt. Ralph W. Betts said today 
in his annual report 
The superintendent emphasized 
that funds are needed not only to 
increase the salaries of personnel, 
but to boost the amounts available 
for other operating expenses. 
Pointing out the basis for sup­ 
port of public schools through the 
state foundation program w a s 
changed considerably on Jan. I, 
Supt. Betts commented: “There is 
no reason to expect any future 
large increases in funds from this 
source.” 
Several salary increases have 
been granted in recent years, the' 
latest in April 1956, but all have 
been made possible by increased 
foundation funds. The sole excep 
tion was in 1951, when a raise was 
granted as the result of the ap 
proval of a special tax levy. 
Salaries in the East Liverpool 
system still are considerably low­ 
er than what other cities of com­ 
parable size are paying t h e i r 
teachers and other employes, the 
report said. 
The amounts available for re­ 
pair, maintenance, textbooks and 
supplies werfc reduced drastically 
to support the April 1956 increase, 
Supt. Betts said. 
The new increase raised t h e 
maximum salary for a teacher with 
a master's degree from $4,600 to 
$4,900 and for those with bache­ 
lor’s degrees from $4,200 to $4,500. 
The schedule for a non-degree 
teacher 
was 
increased 
$100. 
Raises of $100 a year also were 
granted to non-professional em­ 
ployes. 
To support the raise, the Board 
of Education cut back the amounts 
available in other funds and was 
able to budget only $12,000 for 
repairs* to the school plant, which 
has a total valuation of $4% to $5 
million. 
The board also was able to pro­ 
vide only $9,000 for the purchase 
of new textbooks, which is ap­ 
proximately $1.70 per child per 
year and means less than the price 
of one book per year per child, 
Supt. Betts reported. 
The report points out only 2 of 
52 cities in the population range 
of 10,000 to 30.000 spend less per 
child per year for operating ex­ 
penses than East Liverpool. 
The Bureau of Educational Re­ 
search at Ohio State University 
•has reported East Liverpool spent 
$209.57 per child for all operating 
expenses for the 1955-56 term while 
the average expenditure in the pop­ 
ulation grouping was $264.93. $55.36 
more per child than the city sys­ 
tem spent. 
With an enrollment of 5.305, the 
average per child, if available, 
would mean an increase of approx­ 
imately $290,000 per year, the re­ 
port continued. 
§ 
The millage on real estate in the 
school district for operating schools 
is 12.2 mills while the average 
millage for school operations for 
all cities in the state is 14 79 mills. 
Two other urgent problems are 
also in the future. Supt. Betts said. 
The board and the community 
must make a decision “before too 
long” on whether to rehabilitate 
Central School and modernize the 
present shops and laboratories or 
think of a new senior high school, 
the superintendent said. 
Equipment in some of the special 
departments, such as shop, home 
economics, commercial and sci­ 
ence laboratories is becoming ob­ 
solete and thought must be given 
to replacement. Supt. Betts said. 
To expend funds to modernize 
the shops and laboratories might

80 Nations Sign Pact For Peaceful Use 


Going Over His Head 


WASHINGTON (*-T his an ABC 
on the world organization for de­ 
veloping 
peaceful 
uses 
of 
the 
atom — called the International 
Atomic Energy Agency — which 
President Eisenhower first1 pro­ 
posed Dec. 8, 1953. 
After three years of negotiations 
among the big and little nations 
—to make this kind of agency as 
foolproof as possible—80 nations, 
including the United States, have 
signed 
an 
agreement 
for 
cre­ 
ating it. 
The explanation which follows is 
taken from the rules laid down 
in that agreement and the state­ 
ments made by Secretary of State 
Dulles and his State Department 
in defense of American member­ 
ship in the IAEA. 
Although 80 nations have sighed 
the 
IAEA 
agreement, 
it 
can't 
come into existence until formal 
approval is given by 18 nations, 
including at least three of the Big 
Five: United States, Russia, Brit- I 
ain. France, Canada. 
Seven nations, including Russia, 
have now given formal approval. 
Russia is the only one of the Big 
Five to do so. Eisenhower has 
asked the Senate to approve, as 
it would approve any treaty, by 
the hard-to-get two-thirds vote. 
If the Senate refuses — because 
of the opposition of right-wing Re­ 
publicans and conservative Dem­ 
ocrats—the whole plan may either 
collapse or be taken over by Rus­ 
sia and those willing to go along 
with her. 
This is how it would be set up: 
1. There would be a supervisory 
body called the general confer­ 
ence in which each member would 
have one vote. It would meet once 
a year. There %ould be no veto. 
Decisions would be made by a 
two-thirds or majority vote, de­ 
pending on the issue. 
2. The real boss would be the 
Board of Governors. Twenty-three 
nations would be represented on 
this board. That, of course, would 
include the United States. No one 
would have a veto. The voting 
would be the same as in the gen­ 
eral conference. 
3. The work would be done by 
a staff — of perhaps 450 people — 
headed by a director general. He 
would be responsible to the Board 
of Governors and independent of i 


control by any national govern­ 
ment. 
The director would pick his staff 
on the basis of scientific and tech­ 
nical qualifications from the mem­ 
ber countries. The annual cost of 
running the agency would be be­ 
tween six and seven million dol­ 
lars, of which the United States 
would put up about two million. 
The agnecy would not be part 
of the United Nations. 
This 
is 
the 
purpose 
of 
the 
agency: to encourage research on 
the peaceful uses of atomic en­ 
ergy, exchange information on its 
peaceful uses, and exchange and 
train scientists and experts. 
It could also do its own re­ 
search and build or operate re­ 
search reactors and laboratories. 
Here s an example of how it 
would work: The “have” nations 
—like the United States, Britain, 
Russia — could make available 
to the agency amounts of atomic 
material.

nation, which wanted to use that 
material, could ask the 
agency 
for it after presenting a project 
to justify its request. 
For what purposes could such 
material be used? In producing 
electric 
power, 
in 
medical 
or 
scientific research in agriculture. 
or even in industry. The agency 
could also supply equipment. 
How could the board be sure 
there wasn’t cheating, that the 
asking nation, after getting the 
atomic material, might not use it 
for weapons? The board, through 
its staff, would have the right to 
send inspectors into any asking 
country. 
Is this a giveaway program? 
Dulles says no. No nation has to 
supply atomic materials to the 
agency. But when it does so, the 
nation using those materials is ex­ 
pected to pay for them, at least 
to some degree. 
The United States has agreed 
to make available to the agency, 
when it starts business, 5.000 kil­ 
ograms of U-235 and to match 
the contributions made by other 
nations between that time and 
July I, 1960 
So far Russia has 
promised only 50 kilograms and 
Britain 20. Russia, which has its 
own atomic supplies, is not ex­ 
pected to ask the IAEA for any 
atomic materials.

Fear Of Failure 
Latest to sound an alarm about a short­ 
age of nuclear scientists is Dr. Milton S. Eisen­ 
hower, president of Johns Hopkins University. 
As usual, the shortage is relative to an estimate 
that the Soviet Union will have turned out about 
1.200,000 scientists and engineers between 1950 
and 1960, compared with only 900.000 in the 
United States.

What does the United States, which cannot 
force students to take scientific courses, intend 
to do about it* A newspaper survey in Cleve­ 
land recently indicated that merely calling at­ 
tention to the need for more science-trained 
graduates is having no effect whatever. Stu­ 
dents are still avoiding the “hard courses.” 
Could they be avoiding them largely because 
of fear of failure and that removal of this fear 
accounts for Russian success in beefing 
up its supply of science students* 
Might it be possible to recruit more science 
students here if it were made known that special 
means would be available to coach those who 
began to fall behind, instead of flunking them out 
with no ceremony, as now is the practice? 
Until someone has a more satisfactory theory 
about increasing the supply of young men and 
women trained to <jope with nuclear problems, 
this one would be worth investigating. Fear of 
failure can be a powerful deterrent to studying 
“ hard courses.” when the alternative is easier 
courses. 


NEW YORK (if*—While the Pres­ 
ident and the Congress discuss , 
how big the new budget should be 
the U. S. Treasury is having a 
problem of its own with the cur­ 
rent one. 
Too many people are preferring 
to have cash rather than govern­ 
ment securities at a time whfcn 
the treasury has to raise some 
money to meet its maturing debts 
and maybe some more cash of its 
own to meet its steadily mounting 
bills. 
Thus Uncle Sam, the biggest 
borrower in the nation, is caught 
in his own tight money policy—one 
he approves because of its aim of 
holding down the boom and pre­ 
venting greater price inflation. 
The policy is that of the Federal 
Reserve Board rather than the 
treasury. 
But 
President 
Eisen­ 
hower has given it his blessing. 
Uncle Sam has just tried to ped­ 
dle slightly more than four billion 
dollars in new securities to pay 
off a maturing issue—and it of­ 
fered 34 and 34 per cent interest, 
which were thought to be at­ 
tractive since they were the high­ 
est rates since 1933. 
But holders of about 14 billion 
dollars worth of the old 14 per 
cent maturing securities said they 
wanted cash instead of the new 
certificates and notes, even at the 
fancy step up in rates. 
The treasury has the cash now 
to pay them off. And it hopes to 
get much of the money back June 
15 because it believes that a lot 
those holding out for the cash are 
corporations wanting the money to 


pay the income tax instalment due 
then. 
But a lot of it could simply be 
that corporations and individuals 
are finding it too hard to get mon­ 
ey elsewhere and need the cash 
right now themselves. 
Some think the treasury’s need 
for cash in coming we*ks . will 
cause it to tap the short-tern mon­ 
ey market soon for perhais two 
billion dollars, with another trip to 
the market for another three bil­ 
lion probable in July. 
The treasury’s embarrassment 
comes from the fact that sc much 
of the federal debt now is ir: short­ 
term securities. This means the 
treasury must go to the market 
frequently to raise the funds to 
meet the maturing issues. The ad­ 
ministration’s goal of lengthening 
out the federal debt has had to be 
shunted aside because tight money 
means too many others are looking 
for long-term investment funds. 
Obligations of the government that 
will mature within 12 months now 
total 75 billion dollars. 
Some think the tight money con­ 
dition is beyond its peak and see 
easing before fall. 
Others think that business de­ 
mand for funds for expansion and 
government demand — federal, 
state and local—for more funds 
will keep the money market tight 
for some time to come. 
If so. the treasury will have to 
go on offering higher interest rates 
on issues replacing maturing ones, 
even though the total interest cost 
to the treasury has mounted well 
above seven billion dollars a year.

Low Interest Rates Restrict Treasury 


About 132.000 Canadian veterans 
of World War II still have 
not 
picked up re-establishment finan­ 
cial credits.

Money is still “tight ’ and there s 
no sign that inflation i3 abating. 
In fact the government may have 
to pay higher interest rates to at­ 
tract 
lenders 
and this in turn 
may force the 
whole level of

points. 
T h e Treas­ 
ury 
has 
just 
tested out the 
market w i t h 
David Lawrence 
its offer to ex- 
change four billion dollars of notes 
that it borrowed in 1954 at 14 per 
cent. It made two offerings last 
week—four month notes at 34 per | 
cent and notes for four years and 
nine months paying 34 per cent 
interest. 
The holders of the 1954 notes 
subscribed to about 72 per cent 
of the new offering. The Treasury 
now has to put up cash for the 
other 28 per cent which amounts 
to about $1,167,000,000. This poses 
no problem because the govern- 
men! has a big cash reserve. But 
it does 
raise 
some interesting 
questions for the future. 
First of all, why did the holders 
of nearly a third of the 1954 notes 
decline to accept the Treasury s 
offer? 


THE ANSWER is that most of 
the 
holders 
were 
corporations. 
They needed cash either for their 
own capital requirements or found 
other investments in today s m ar­ 
ket more attractive than what the 
Treasury was offering. 
One reason is that many good 
corporations lately have been of­ 
fering in the money market to 
pay interest rates to investors rang­ 
ing from 44 per cent to 4.3 per 
cent.

States and cities whose securities 
are exempt from federal income 
taxes have been offering bonds at 
34 per cent and some even as 
much as four per cent. 
This puts the federal government 
at a disadvantage in its borrowings

than what the Treasury has been 
offering. 
The Treasury may be forced to 
put its rates up but it is disin­ 
clined to do so because, once the 
federal government goes up a point 
or two, it pushes upward the whole 
range of interest rates in America. 
It could be that the situation is 
temporary but, if it isn’t, the Treas­ 
ury will h^ve no choice but to fol­ 
low the procession. 
It may be asked how long the 
inflationary trend will continue and 
why interest rates keep on going 
up? 


IT SHOULD NOT be forgotten 
that corporations aren’t really get­ 
ting 4 per cent when the govern­ 
ment offers them a bond at that 
rate. This income is subject to a 
federal corporation tax of more 
than half. So money in such a 
case is really being loaned by 
corporations at a net return of 
something less than 2 per cent. 
As for individuals they, too, in 
many instances, aren't receiving 
the net income they used t# get in 
the 1930's when interest rates were 
lower than they are today. 
If members of Congress enact a 
tax reduction without a big drop 


in spending it may paradoxically 
enough make matters worse For 
the inflationary trend isn’t halted 
merely 
by 
cutting 
“appropria­ 
tions.” 
The 
government 
actually 
has 
available to spend—due to over­ 
hang from previous years—nearly 
twice as much each year as any 
appropriations voted for that year. 
The addition of more purchasing 
power through a reduction in in­ 
dividual income taxes may result 
in an even bigger demand for the 
available 
consumer 
goods 
and 
hence bring about higher prices all 
along the line. 


UNLESS BOTH spending and ap­ 
propriations are materially cut by 
the government—and especially in 
the defense category, which seems 
unlikely—the inflationary trend will 
not be arrested and money rates 
1 will stay high. 
Ifs a condition and not a theory 
that faces the American people. 
With everybody pushing for higher 
wages and with higher prices con­ 
sequently being forced on every­ 
thing, including money rates, it is 
apparent that the inflation has far 
from run its course. Moscow, of 
course, is the root of it all.

trouble and must have a battle at least once a 
day. 


SAME WAY with a husband. Sometimes he 
goes years without a hot argument; he be­ 
comes a now - and - then domestic disturber, 
thinking that he is merely a light scrapper 
Before he knows it he. too, is an unhappiness 
addict. The worse phase comes when either a 
husband or wife reaches a stage where he or 
she has to have a swig of incompatibility the 
morning after, as a sort of “bracer.” 
At this point a person enters the category of 
the steady domestic disturber and there is no 
cure except the divorce court. 


DIVORCES ANONYMOUS operates under the 
theory that people who are headed for the di­ 
vorce courts are suffering from an affliction 
and can be cured by will power and co-opera­ 
tive assistance. 
A husband and wife who have been quarrel­ 
ing for some time, and can’t lay off, join and 
attend meetings where they confess their mis­ 
understandings and take a pledge to cut out 
the hassles. 
Of course it may suffice at first to taper off, 
having one or two small disturbances a day and 
gradually reducing them until they can go from 
Monday to Wednesday with only one shindig. 
With resolution such a couple soon find they 
have gone a whole week and finally a month 
without throwing a lamp, breaking a dish or 
slamming a door!

Not-So-Secret Returns 


By David Barnett 


How secret is that federal in­ 
come tax return you filed l a s t 
month? 
Chances are practically zero that 
your business competitor or your 
nosy mother - in - law will get a 
look at the facts and figures on 
how much you earned last year. 
But the number of persons who 
can 
peek 
is 
increasing, 
even 
though your right of privacy on 
income tax matters is written into 
the federal law. 
You sent your return to the In­ 
ternal Revenue Service, the tax- 
collecting agency of the Treasury 
Department. Its e m p l o y e s , of 
course, look it over, check it for 
mistakes and sometimes ask you 
to verify some of the items. 
These employes have been im­ 
pressed with the “sanctity” of the 
returns and cases of leaks of indi­ 
vidual tax information are, accord­ 
ing to the IRS, almost nonexistent. 


THE FEDERAL law also per­ 
mits heads of state governments 
to obtain federal income tax re­ 
turns. but only as an aid in en­ 
forcing state tax laws. 
This provision of the law is in 
for a test of sorts in 
Indiana, 
where an investigation is u n d e r 
way of alleged profiteering by 
some state officials in the pur­ 
chase and resale of highway rights- 
of-way. 
Gov. Harold Handley has 
re­ 
quested a look at the federal re­ 
turns of some of the officials. 
The Treasury Department’s posi­ 
tion is that he may have them as 
a routine m atter but they can be 
used only to enforce tax returns 
and cannot be used as evidence 
in attempts to get indictments of 
the officials in the highway scan­ 
dals. 
Some congressional committees 
also can obtain a look at income- 
tax returns. Those responsible for 
drawing up income tax laws — the 
Senate Finance Committee, t h e 
■ House Ways and Means Committee 
and the Joint Committee on In­ 
ternal Revenue Taxation — can 
study returns under some condi­ 
tions. 


IN 
PRACTICE, 
however, 
not j 
eve* all members of the commit-1 


I tee get to see an individual re- 
| turn. 
The joint committee has a staff 
man who spends most of his time 
checking i n t o tax cases about 
which one of the members has 
some questions. Unless the staff 
experts and the committee chair­ 
men agree that the case should be 
fully investigated, no disclosures 
of the details of the return are 
made to committee members. 
In some cases, the president by 
executive order can grant permis­ 
sion of a committee to look over 
tax returns. 
For example, the special Sen- 
. ate committee investigating rack­ 
eteering in the labor and manage­ 
ment field obtained permission to 
go over returns filed by some lead­ 
ers of the Teamsters Union. 
Several other administrative de­ 
partments have access to some re­ 
turns. * 
One of the jobs of the Federal 
Trade Commission is to adminis­ 
ter laws making certain types of 
competition illegal. In some cases, 
the FTC in this work can get tax 
returns of companies it is inves­ 
tigating. 


THE RENEGOTIATION board’s 
job is to make sure companies do 
not make excessive profits on gov­ 
ernment contracts. One 'check it 
has on such companies is by re­ 
view of their tax returns. 
The Commerce Department col­ 
lects data on foreign investments 
from some income - tax returns, 
pools the information and issues it, 
without identifying any of the tax­ 
payers involved, as a business ser­ 
vice. 
The latest agency to obtain ac­ 
cess to federal returns is the So­ 
cial Security Administration. T h e 
agency uses t h e returns to help 
administer social security, particu­ 
larly for persons who have been 
self-employed 
Ten years ago. the law required 
the Treasury annually to publish 
a list of the top money earners in 
the country. The law was repealed 
in 1949 when t h e Treasury com- 
Dlained that to compile a list of 
964 names in 1946, for instance, 
IBS personnel had to go through 
six million retune.

be ill-advised if the final decision 
would be to discontinue the pres­ 
ent three plants of the high school, 
he continued. 
One of the greatest problems fac­ 
ing the school administration is 
to find adequate professional per­ 
sonnel to staff the schools. Supt. 
Betts said, pointing out it will be 
even more difficult in the future 
than in the past. He said: 
“We have been quite fortunate 
in filling many elementary posi­ 
tions with people in our own com­ 
munity who are willing to return 
to the teaching profession after an 
absence of several years. Frankly, 
our elementary schools could not 
be adequately staffed today with­ 
out these people.” 
Because of the scarcity of spe­ 
cialists, it was necessary to aban­ 
don an arts and craft program at 
East Junior High during the cur­ 
rent term and operate the shop at 
Westgate with only one instructor 
rather than the two needed for a 
complete 
program, 
the 
report 
noted. 
Thirty-eight teachers were em­ 
ployed last summer, an addition 
of 17. Of the 17, 7 were necessary 
because of the broadened curricu­ 
lum offered at Westgate J u n i o r 
High in shop, home economics, 
arts and crafts and physical edu­ 
cation. 
Ten of the 17 were employed in 
the elementary schools to try to 
approach the teacher-pupil ratio of 
30 pupils to a teacher as suggested 
by the new state foundation pro­ 
gram, Supt. Betts said. The re­ 
maining 21 were hired to replace 
teachers who left the system be­ 
cause of retirement, 
marriage, 
leaving the profession or accept­ 
ing jobs in other school districts. 
One of the future responsibili­ 
ties of the administration and the 
school board is to plan for the ex­ 
pansion of the special education 
program. 
The program, for children who 
find it difficult to progress in the 
normal classroom, was one of the 
major 
accomplishments, 
Su p t . 
Betts said. 
“Although we had to start with 
only one class, the important thing 
is that we have started the pro­ 
gram,” he commented. “We should 
not feel the program is unimport­ 
ant because it effects so few chil­ 
dren. For those few it is tremend­ 
ously important and will mean op 
portunity for growth which they 
could not have experienced in the 
ordinary classroom.” 
The class now in operation is of 
fered to youngsters of primary 
age. Supt. Betts said he believes 
the program should be expanded 
to five classes. 
In order to continue the pro­ 
gram, it will be necessary in i 
year or two to step up the pro 
gram to include children of upper 
elementary age and later even into 
the junior high school level, he 
continued. 
Supt. Betts said it is "still” ad­ 
visable to discuss the employment 
of a business manager for the 
school system. 
“When we realize the value of 
the investment in school plants, 
sound business practice would seem 
to dictate that a business manager 
should be added to the staff,” he 
said. 
The major responsibilities would 
be planning for the proper main­ 
tenance. but the manager a l s o 
could be charged with supervising 
all maintenance personnel and the

plies and equipment. 
The board also should strive 
to hire one or two speech thera­ 
pists, he said. A therapist was em­ 
ployed during the 1954-55 term, but 
resigned. Supt. Betts said it has 
been impossible to hire another. 
However, the year's service only 
made the need for a therapist 
more obvious, he added. 
He pointed out another valuable 
addition would be a clinical psy­ 
chologist, not only to administer 
and interpret testing programs, but 
to counsel with students and par­ 
ents in an effort to erase the cause 
of maladjustments. 
During the report period, the re­ 
organization of city schools from 
the 8-4 plan to the 6-3-3 program 
was completed. The reorganization 
has meant all classrooms in ele­ 
mentary schools are self-contained. 
In other words, a child has only 
one teacher for an entire day. 
A teacher having only one group 
of children is able to become bet­ 
ter acquainted with each one and 
provide more adequately for the 
strong and weak points of each 
child, he said. 
Another advantage is the broad­ 
ened program in the junior high 
years, the superintendent contin­ 
ued, where students in seventh and 
eighth grade can engage in home 
economics, shop, arts and craft 
and physical education. 
Supt. Betts said he is “hopeful” 
another advantage may appear in 
a reduced number of “dropouts” 
in high school. The system has 
had a large number in past years 
and investigation showed a great 
per centage came in the freshman 
year. 
It is possible many of these were 
the result of the students’ inability 
to make the big adjustment when 
moving from an eighth grade of 
35 to 38 students in a neighborhood 
school to become a member of the 
ninth grade in the senior h i g h 
school, which might number be­ 
tween 450 and 500. 
“Because the adjustment was so 
huge, we think many students be­ 
came discouraged and withdrew,” 
he said. “Under the present sys­ 
tem. the ninth year will be spent 
in one of the junior high schools 
where they will be in the top grade 
rather than a member of a large 
class representing the lowest grade 
in the high school. 
With another year’s maturity, 
they may be better able to cope 
with the adjustment, the superin­ 
tendent said. 
In addition to completing the re­ 
organization program, the opening 
of Westgate School completed the 
building program promised the peo­ 
ple when a bond issue was ap­ 
proved. 
As a result of diligence by the 
school board, a considerable sum 
of money remained and it was de­ 
cided to use this fund to construct 
a new elementary building in the 
LaCroft area, Supt. Betts said. 
In this day it is quite unusual 
for a school board to be able to 
do more than was promised from a 
bond issue and the people should 
be very grateful to those men who 
have served on the board, who by 
‘playing watchdog’ on public funds 
made it possible to erect the addi­ 
tional building,” he commented. 
Supt. Betts said it is a "tre­ 


mendous relief” to realize it is no 
longer necessary “to ask our chil­ 
dren to inhabit plants such as the 
six obsolete buildings that were 
closed when the building program 
was completed.” 
He said he now believes the 
board should concentrate on sell­ 
ing Washington School and retain 
the West End building as board 
property. Three of the six already 
have been sold. 
Another step taken by the board 
to broaden the opportunities f o r 
young people was the establish­ 
ment of the diversified cooperative 
training, where a few students will 
receive on-the-job training for half 
a day and spend the other half in 
studying problems related to the 
job and meeting academic require­ 
ments for graduation. 
The key to the success of the 
program is finding the proper per­ 
son as coordinator. Supt. Betts 
said, but so far none has been 
found. The coordinator will be re­ 
sponsible for placing the students, 
supervising them on the job and 
working with them in the class­ 
room on related problems. 
Supt. Betts reminded the second 
changes in entrance age will oc­ 
cur this September, when it will 
become necessary for a child en­ 
tering first grade to be 6 on or 
before Sept. 15 of the year he is 
to enter.

They may 
be painted white or aluminum w ith 
the name painted or stenciled in 
black, the postmaster said. 
The rural {nail boxes must be 
located on the right side of the 
road in the direction of the car-

U.S. Will Attempt 
To Hold Fallout 
To *Near Zero’ 
WASHINGTON Iff-The United 
States has refused to cancel an 
atomic test series starting in Ne­ 
vada this week, but it says test 
officials will try to hold fallout to 
“as near zero as possible ’ 
The State Department Monday 
formally rejected a request from 
Japan that the tests be called off.1 
The rejection was contained in a 
note from Secretary of State Dul­ 
les to Takeso Shimoda. acting 
chief of the Japanese Embassy. 
The Atomic Energy Commission 
announced, meanwhile, that the 
Nevada explosions — “Operation 
Plumbbob” — will produce less 
fallout than any previous tests. 
The agency added that weap­ 
ons of relatively low explosive 
force will be used, and that the 
test group “will strive to hold pub­ 
lic exposure to fallout as near 
zero as possible "’ The series is 
scheduled for May 15- Sept. I.

“ against our advice.” Cook said 
he felt the charge was “ too ridic­ 
ulous to jeopardize” the ‘‘integri­ 
ty” of the doctor. 
Authorities said they had not 
prosecuted K lass’s charge because 
of lack of evidence. A coroner’s 
jury had ruled Mrs. Ella Klass, 
45, had killed herself with a .22 
rifle because she was despondent 
over ill health. She had been Dr. 
Trim ble’s patient for eight years.
